The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,13 
and 26 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest or teach 
the recited heat exchanging conduit having pumped cold sea water inside and allowing 
the outer surface of the conduit to interact with atmosphere until water condenses on 
the outer surface; collecting the condensate that accumulates on the outer surface; 
wherein the collection of water is facilitated through vibration of the heat exchanging 
conduit (see claims 1 and 26); a siphon, comprising a piping system having length 
enough to reach deep ocean water, which characterizes by cold temperature; wherein 
cold temperature passes from inner surfaces to outer surfaces of pipes of a heat 

exchanger disposed in atmospheric vapor; the atmospheric vapor being contact with the

heat exchanger resulting in condensate on the heat exchanger (see claim 1 3);
